Hank, 

Peggy Coe reached out to me and asked if the OSDH would assist in a fiscal impact. This bill would require, 
according to the SOS understanding, each section of rule in all Chapters to be amended to identify an 
authorizing statute. 

We have 79 active chapters. In the first 21 Chapters there are 883 sections. If we allocate 80 hours of program 
time to drafting per chapter, assuming there is not a lot of public comment proposing other amendments to 
the sections, and other historical promulgation time, my quick calculation is approximately $375,000 for all 
of our chapters. See the attached. 

The other concern is that this will open every section for public comment. Please let me know if SL would 
like for me to proceed. I can draft a more detailed review and response.

Good question. Here's what we're basing this on at this point.. . 

• Our rules quantify a "rule" as a section or appendix. 

• Rep. Faught has made it clear in his explanations that identifying the authority for a Chapter in the 
Code, as we do currently in the Code (and as agency's do in NRI's, rule reports, and PER's for 
proposed rules), is not enough. The intent of the bill is to require that the authority be "embedded" 
in the text of each rule.
